DEPT. OF LABOR STATISTICS 
SHOW C. -P, 1. UP 0.6%.IN MAY 

The Consumer Price Index. rose 
.6 % in May, according to the U.S. 
Department of Labor's Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 

Higher prices for food, apparel, 
used cars, gasoline, and household 
services accounted for about threze- 
fourths of the rise in the CPI. The 
May index was ISLE (1967-100), 

55% above a year ago. 

After seasonal adjustment, the May 
Increase was. also 0.6%. In the six 
months ending in May, the CPI rose 
at 4 seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 7.2%. In the last three months 
of this period, the index rose at an 
8.7% annual rate. 

The Mny food index, which in- 
cludes prices of food. purchased in 
grocery stores and in restaurants, 
showed a monthly increase of 11¢ 
ptr a seasonally adjusted basis, fol- 
lowing increases of 14% in April 
and 2.4% in March, 

The nonfood commodities index in- 
creased 0.4% in May after seasonal 
adjustment, the same as in April 
and less than ihe 0.5% increase in 
March. The services index rose 0.4% 
in May, compared. with 0.3% In each 
of the two preceding months, 

The index for food purchased in 
grocery stores rose 0.05%, instead of 
declining ag if usually does In May, 
With the exception of aieats and 
egos, most food items showed price 
inerenses in May. Prices rose sharp: 
ly for cereal and bakery products, 
mot dairy products, fish and coffee, 

Prices were also higher for fresh 
vegetables +» particularly potatoes, 
onions, cabbage, und celery. Egg 
prices decreases, but by much less 
than they usually do in May. Meat 
prices also decreased slightly follow- 
ing large increases in each of the 
four preceding months.
